A Holder of Bog"s Bonds. 

Samuel R. MacLean & Co., a firm of 
“New York bankers, seem to have a 
restiess interest in the bogus bonds 
which Judge Lochrane proposes to make 
binding by a constitutional amendment 
allowing states to be snatched’ up by 
constables and put in jail for debt. 
MacLean & Co., have learned that some 
of the~citizens of Georgia, “or New 
“Yorkers” are interested in*the “various 
“state and indorsed repudiated bonds of 
“reorgia,”’ and this leads them to write 
to Atlanta for the. purpose of informing 
a gentleman who cares nothing about the 
matter, that they know the owners of 
“about three-fourths of all the repudiated 
“bonds, at home an@ abroad.” Having 
dispensed this startling piece of informa- 
tion, the worthy MacLean then goes on 
to give a catalogue of bogus bonds which 
his firm has for sale, and he-adds that he 
knows of a good many other bonds of 
this kind that can be purchased cheap 
for cash. Having stated this MacLean 
goes on to remark: 

“The state cannot continue to thrive,

It is understood that the secretary ex- 
pectsthe banks to accept the reduced 
rate, and they hold about $6,000,000 in 
sixes. The surplus revenue, and a gale 
$104,000,000 in 45s and 44s 
already authorized by the sre- 
funding -act of 1870, are _ relied 
on to furnish the remainder of the money 
that may be needed. The sixes are re- 
deemable after June 30, and these have 
ail been called inas before stated. The 
fives are redeemable after May 31, and 
three months’ notice is necessary before 
the government ‘can call them in. No 
notice is necessary in the case of the 
sixes. Of the fives the banks hold 
$154,000,000; but it is not probable that 
the vast amount of the fives will be 
called in until the sixes are satisfactorily 
out of the way, and the country approves 
of the policy of the new secretary. The 
experiment is an objectionable one in 
respect of the law, but it will, if success- 
fully conducted, relieve the people of a 
heavy burden of taxation.

The owner of these pistols is an expert 
shot, and some idea of the accuracy of the arms 
can be formed when it is stated that he has shot 
birds on the wing with them ata distance of one 
hundred yards. These pistols have been in request 
on more than one occassion during the past ten 
years. The last time they were applied for was 


prior’ to the scene which occur in

SENT TO GEORGIA BY 


To Study the Railroad Oommiesion Business 
As We Understand It—Whet They 
Have to Say About the Progress of 
Sentiment in Their State. 


Yesterday a reporter of Tux ConsTITUTION 
met the members of the railroad commis- 
sion of Alabama in their cosy apartments 
at the Markham bouse, and had quitea pleas- 
ant half bour’s talk with them, There were 
just four chairs in the room. Captain 
Walter L. Bragg took the rocker, Culone! 
James Crook and Colonel C. P. Ball occupiel 
straight backs, while the reporter threw 
himself into a cushioned chair and tilted 
lazily over against the bed. | 

“I tell you, gentlemen,” said Captian 
Bragg the genial president of the 
commission as he passed around the royal 
Havenas, “I know all about this place. In 
1864 | commanded some sharp shooters of 
Cleburne’s division and we did some heavy 
fiehting around Atianta. We went intoone 


fight with 3.400 men, stormed two yankee 
lines and came out with less than 
two thousand men. But we ran the 


yankees back to the Chattahoochee. We 
must visit the McPherson monument,” he 
added turning to his brothers of the 
railroed commission, “I wasin the fight in 
which McPherson was killed and 1 want to 


see the monument. I—’ 

“Captain,” said THe CoONsTITUTION, 
as it drew out its note _ book, 
‘this is interesting, very, but will 


you be obliging enough to substitute rail- 
road commission history for the war 
sketches which I bave just interrupted?” 

“Yes, oh yes, you would liketo know who 
we are, and what we are doinghere. Wel’, 
to begin: The railroad commission of Ala- 
bama, like that of Georgia, is composed of 
three commissioners and a clerk.” 

‘And for your services you receive 

“I as president, receive $3,500 per annum 
and the other commissioners receive $3 000 
each.’ 

‘And the clerk is—’ 

“Mr. A. M. Baldwin.”’ 

“And he gets—’”’ 

“$1,500 per annum.” 

“And you have your office at Montgom-

* Yes. 

“Well, to return to the subject, when 
were you appointed!” 

‘‘Well, sir, the bill creating the commis- 
sion was approved on the 26th of February 
last, and we were nominated by the gov- 
ernar and elected by the senate on the 
28th.”’ 

“That was fast work.’’ 

“We organized by electing Mr. Baldwin 
secretary,and at once called on the railroads 


In 


for some preliminary information. 
fact everything that we have done so far 
has been preliminary work. We have 


revised no tariffs yet. We knew the Georgia 
commission to bean able ote, so we came 
upto compare notes You see Georgia and 
Alabama are connected almost by a net- 
work of railroads, and the two com- 
missions should work in harmony 
and incur no hardships on any one. A 
c nference was therefore desirable before 
we made any revision of the tariffs of the 
Alabama roads. Anvther object was to ar- 
rive at some conciusion abcut the rates on 
the competing lines, which run partly in 
Georg a and partiyin Alabama. Our inter 
view with the Georgia commission has been 
satisfactory and pleasart, and we leave for 
our homes to-morrow.” 

‘Here in Georgia,”’ observed Tuk Consti- 
TUTION, “‘we regard the creation of the rail- 
road commission as the most important 
piece of law making for quite a while.”’ 


“And so do we in Alabama,” responded 
Captain Bragg, ‘‘and in our labors we 
have been met sO far by 
the hearty co-operation of the 


railroad companies Of Alabama, There are 
eighteen states which now have railroad 
commissions, and I have neveryet heard of 
acommission being abolished after it was 
once established and putin operation. ’ 

“Captain,’’ remarked the short-hander, 
“which of the suuthern states have railroad 
commissions ?”’ 

“None but Kentucky, Virginia, S 
Carolina, Georgia and Alabama.’’ 

“How long before your revised tariffs 
will go into effect?’ 

“About two months from this time.”’ 

“Well, captain, has your commission as 
much power as the Georgia commission ?”’ 

“Not exactly. Your body 1s authorized 
to dictate rates from~- which there is no ap 
peal. We merely revise raies and certify 
that our revision is just and equitable, and 
the effect is the same, for shuuld the rail- 
roads refuse to carry out the rates as we 
revise them, they wil! subject themselves 
to innumerable petty law suits.”’ 

“Gentlemen,” said the reporter, ‘‘do any 
of you know anything about the coal fields 
through which the Georgia Western rail- 
road will pass?” 

“Colonel Crook lives in Calhoun county,” 
remarked Captain Bragg, ‘‘and I bave been 
through the coal fields myself. Coal! why 
great —— why, there is enough coal in that

ceunty to supply the steamships of the 
world and the machinery of the 
south for a thousand years to come! 


I tell you it is just sprouting up out of the 
ground. You can kick it up with the toe 
of your boot. That isa fine iron country* 
too ”’ 

“The Georgia Western cah’t miss the coal 
fields,’ said Colonel Crook. ‘‘There is too 
much coal there. General Gordon owns 
tbwo hundred and seventy thousand acres of 
the finest coal lands in the world.” 

The interview ended, and the reporter 
took his leaye.

assets into money, and reportio the court that 
the money might be distributed under its 
direction. ’’ ; 

“Then the judge refused the injunction, and 
the state is a preferred creditor under the ruling, 
and is therefore safe?’’ 

“Yes, I unink the state is safe in the matter.’’ 


THE FIRE AT IVY STREET SCHOOL, 


What Might Have Been an Appalling 
Tragedy. 

On yesterday, just as the children were arsem- 
bling in their respective rooms at Ivy street 
school, the janitor discovered fire in the wall and 
ceiling above the second grade room. On makipg 
the fires in the stoves early that morning the 
rooms had filled with smoke, and when the prin- 
cipal, Mr. W. B. Bonnell, came in he immediately 
detected the peculiar smell of a burning building 
and inquired into the cause. 

The smoke seemed to have been occasioned by 
the stopping of the side fluesin the main chim- 
ney, and the heat, being pent up in the pipes, 
had burst through an opening within the 
partition, and caught the studding. When the 
janitor discovered it the flame had burst out 
between the ceiling and the roef, and he prompt- 
ly and quietly cal.ed for water and soon subdued 
the incipient conflagration. Mr. Bonnell, assoon 
as he became aware of the truth, directed the 
teachers to dismiss the children quietly from their 
rooms and from the building; and in a few 
moments the little ones were safe from danger of 
fire and—what is worse than fire—a panic. 

After the lapse of a half hour the flames, as 
before stated, seemed to be entirely quenched, 
and all the children who remained were formed 
into line aud marched again to their rooms, But 
their little faces showed much excitement, and 
the parents of many of them hearing of the fire, 
became mucbalarmed and cither came or sent 
forthbem to be excused, For these reasons the 
principal again dismissed the children and bade 
them go quietly home for the day. 

Mayor English, with Mr W. H. Scott, visited 
the school ju-t after the accident, aud 
soon came mea “Eee 3: ea Lowry and 
Mejor Siaton. These gentlemen examined the 
defective flues, aud several of them expressed 
the decided opinion that the fire was occasioned 
by the circumstances above stated, and that it 
was only a merciful Providence that saved the 
building from destruction and the children from 
a great danger. 

Prompt and immediate action will be taken by 
the superintendent, Major Slaton, and the 
building committee, as well as by the city au- 
thorities, to repair the small damage and to pre- 
vent disastrous alarms in the future. 

The exercises of the school will proceed as 
usual to-day, and there is no ground fur further 
apprehension on the part of parents.
